LONDON, Sept. 30.—The fear of a Ger- 
man attack on England, which has ex- 
isted since the war began, has been 
made much more immediate >y an- 
nouncement that the Germans are at- 
tacking Antwerp. - 

With antwerp in the hands of the 
Germans, a naval attack on the British 
coast would be much more easily un- 
dertaken than at present. There is even 
less doubt that a Zeppelin raid on Lon- 
don would be made from Antwerp as a 
Starting point. 

The natural course for England would 
appear to be the sending of reinforce- 
ments by sea to Antwerp. But here an 
issue of respect for the neutrality of 
Holland arises.

Belgians Leave Food for Germans, 
Then Evacuate Alosat. 
LONDON, Sept. 30.—The Ghent (Bel- 
gium) correspondent of the Daily N@ws. 
in a dispatch dated Monday, asserts 
that, by order «~ the military author- 
ity, Alost, a town of nearly 40,000 in- 
habitants, was evacuated by the civil- 
ian population before the Germans took 

possession of the place Monday. 

“When the Germans entered Alost to- 
day it was as quiet as a sepulchre,”’ 
says the dispatch. “The German. ad- 
vance guard found the doors of all the 
houses open, all food in the larders 
ready to be eaten, all wine ready to be 
drunk—everything that the army. could 
desire to satisfy it; warnts—but the occu- 
pants of the houses were missing. 

“Imperative orders came Sunday night 
for every person in Alost and surround- 
ing Villages to leave Monday morning 
for Ghent. Today as far as the eye 
could see the broad highway teemed 
with painfully moving people and here 
tonight are many thousands of them 
herded on straw in ithe Palais de 
Fetes.”’ 

The correspondent of the Post at Ant- 
werp, telegraphing regarding the at- 
tack on the outer forts there, says: 

“The bombardment of our outer forts, 
which developed Tuesday, had a la- 
mentable result at Duffel, 10 miles 
south of Antwerp, where a crowd of 
refugeed was at the station awaiting 
a train in which to leave the shell area. 
Twenty German shells fell into the sta- 
tion and the crowd of refugees, men, 
women and children, were almost an- 
nihilated. 

‘An armored train of engineers and 
soldiers advanced near Duffel and did 
great execution among the German out- 
posts. 

“The position now shews clearly that 
the Germans contemplate a heavy artil- 
lervy attack on Antwerp, probably as a 
means to extort fromn the Government 
an armistice so as to release the’ Ger- 
man army now covering the fortress. 
Their plan probably will be to use siege 
artillery.’’ 


Germans Rendy to Agree to Spare 
Antwerp Monuments. 
LONDON, Sept. 30.—A dispatch to Reu- 
ter’s Telegram Co. from Amsterdam 


states that a telegram from Brussels, 
reaching Amsterdam by way of Berlin, 
says: 

“In the battle around Malines the 
German artillery was instructed not to 
bombard the town, in order to spare the 
cathedral.

The canal is described as being 


crowded with warships, including the 
largest battleships.

with the soldiers who were present dur- 
ing the night assault and who had lost 
many of their comrades in that way. 
They were boiling with anger. 

“Tt is nothing to face the enemy in the 
open,’’ they said to me, “but it is un- 
pardonable to be attacked from behind 
by an unknown enemy who lurks in 
the homes of the people, and these peo- 
ple shall be paid now. To such an ene- 
my we shall give no quarter.”’ 

The German Commander in Chief had 
just issued a proclamation in German, 
French and Flemish to the people of 
Namur, in view of the happenings of 
the night before. This proclamation 
was: 

First—All Belgian and French 
soldiers hiding in the houses must 
surrender by 4 in the afternoon. 
Life imprisonment for those who 
still harbor such men, Every soldier 
found hiding after 4 in the after- 
noon will be shot. ‘ 

Se€fond—All weapons sstill re- 
maining inside of the dwellings 
must be surrendered by 4 in the aft- 
ernoon. Anyone who knows of the 
existence of weapons and does not 
promptly notify the authorities will 
be sent to prison for lfe. 

Third—All streets will be oc- 
cupied by military, and from each 
street 10 male inhabitants will be 
taken as hostages. In the event 
that, in any of the streets, shots 
are fired on the German soldiers, 
then the hostages will be shot. 

Fourth—All houses must. be 
kept open after 8 in the evening; at 
least three windows in each house 
must be illuminated. Nobody is per- 
mitted to show himself in tRe streets 
after 8 p. m. 

Soldiers in Piain Clothes. 

Belgian soldiers wore citizens clothes 
under their heavy and wide military 
mantles, and after throwing away 
their knapsacks and coat they kept on 
fighting in their plain clothes, snipers 
often joining them in their nightly at- 
tacks. 

On my way back from the scene of 
conflagration to the railway station, 
where the Commandant had established 
temporary headquarters, I was often 
held up by women and giris belong- 
ing to the better classes, who were 
standing in the doors of their homes. 
The horror through which they had 
passed, and the sleepless nights they 
had encountered, were plainly written 
on their faces. 

Perhaps because I was in _ civilian 
clothes and wore a white insignia, with 
the Government stamp on it, which 
acted as my passport, they took me for 
a peaceful creature, and therefore 
stormed me with questions: ‘“Will the 
shooting continue today? Will they burn 
more houses today? What shall we do? 
Is it sufficient to leave the front doors 
open, or is it necessary tnat we also 
leave the doors leading to our rooms 
open? We would like to get away from 
here; is that possible? Can we travel 
to Brussels?’’ 

The people didn't seem to know how 
it looked elsewhere; that Brussels was 
already taken and that more than one- 
half of Belgium was in the possession 
of the Germans. I tried to calm them, 
as well as I knew how. I assured 
them that they were perfectly safe, if 
they would only keep away from the 
dangerous elements which shoot at the 
German troops from the houses. All 
were unanimous to agree to that—to 
denounce such acts—now. 

Government Set Up. 

In the dining room of the hotel, where 
I was about to partake of a hurried 
supper-—because our auto must travel on 
yet—I saw an old gentleman with snow 
white hair, seated alone in the tumult 
of German officers. His eyes wan- 
dered uncertainly toward the swords of 
the officers; nervously he drummed 
with his right hand on the white table 
cloth. His attempts to talk to one of 
the officers were unnoticed, because 
they had more important matters to 
confer about. 

Although they were in Namur hot 
quite 2 hours, it was necessary to es- 
tablish civil government forthwith. 

That night our auto had to go fur- 
ther on toward  narieroil. Its main av- 
enue was in ruins also; here, too, a 
like fate had overtaken the people. 
Then we passed Charleroi and went out 
into the country. Night was approach- 
ing. We finally got to Fleurus and to a 
little hamlet southeast of Fleurus. There 
it was not so nice for us. We could

That was our order to turn about and 
run back toward Namur. We took a 
wounded infantry officer with us from 
Fleurus, who had been shot through 
the right shoulder, 

The following morning I went once 
more to the Courthouse at Namur, while 
our chauffeur searched for oil for the 
machine. 

Courthouse Destroyed. 

The picture there/was more gruesome 
than it appeared the first day. The 
fire, during the night, had destroyed 
the Courthouse and many of the near 
by houses. In order to halt the prog- 
ress of the flames, many buildings had 
been blown up during the night and 
they formed part of @ big mass of de- 
bris spread all over the market place 

The German soldiers were engaged 
to protect the other bufldings which had 
escaped the conflagration. 

Our chauffeur had found his oi! in 
the conquered fort. Large quantities of 
oil and gasoline had been captured, 
which no doubt had been stored there 
for war purposes As a trophy he 
brought a gold epaulette that had be- 
longed to a Belgian officer. The fort. 
he told us, was filled with Belgian pris- 
oners, and the officers were 80 over- 
come on account of their ij) luck that 
they tore their eqaulettes from their 
shoulders and threw them @ut of the 
windows. 


As We were about to start On our re- 
turn trip we were held up by a woman 
belonging to the Belgian Red Cross. 
She had 50 wounded Belgians in her 
quarters, but not a bite to eat for them, 
not even a drop of milk—nothing. In 
Namur no flour was to be had. We re- 
ferred her to the German commandant, 
but we doubted that he would be in a 
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position to help the Belgians. Then we 
started ahead, this time along the left 
bank of the Meuse in the direction of 
Huy. We passed over the battlefield 
where Belgians and French fought side 
by side. 

No Home, No Food, 

The village of Bonnie, with the castle 
of a Belgian nobleman, was in ruins. 
A poor farmer was walking along the 
road. 

*‘Terrible,”’ he declared, “and we have 
lost everything; no more home, no more 
goods, not a bite to eat.” 

He continued to tell me that since 
his thirteenth year he had been in the 
service of the German Duke von Aren- 
berg, who had his castle close by, on 
the bank of the Meuse, at Marches-les- 
But it had been destroyed be- 
fore thé beginning of the war, since 
the Belgian people had been told that 
the sons of the Duke were in the Ger- 
man army and would fight against 
Belgium. . 

“T ran away,” he said, “and went to 
the neighboring village of Bouge. There 
the priest invited the French and Bel- 
gians to enter the church, and he and 
the others shot at the Germans from 
the church windows and tower. The 
German officer had the priest executed.”’ 


FORCED TO ENTER LIEGE. 


Unfortunately, our good luck deserted 
us here. On account of the strain un- 
der which our machine had been work- 
ing, our motor had become defective. It 
refused to drag the heavy load over the 
neighboring hills. There was nothing 
left for us to do but turn about and 
travel along the level river bank toward 
Liege. 

We ascended toward Liege itself. We 
saw the public notices posted by the 
Mayor, demanding that each person 
promptly pay the allotted amount, to 
meet the war indemnity imposed upon 
the town by the Germans. 

As already known, the indemnity had 
Leon raised in the meantime, after there 
had been a revolt for three days along 
the River Meuse. 

One could still read the inscriptions 
tlaced on the houses by their owners 
appealing to the Germans for protection. 
‘They declared that they were Germans 
themselves, or that they wished to re- 
spect the German troops. On other 
doors the Germans had written in chalk. 
“Good people. Save this house. We 
were well cared for here.” 

Tent Furnishes Flags. 

A grotesque picture Was presented by 
the appearance of a merry-go-round, 
which on the previous day had been in 
operation. Its canvas covers had been 
tern off and used for white flags, which 
were floating from many windows.

ceived any nourishment since 4 o'clock 
that morning. 

But over there at the baker's I had a 
great laugh.

Coreespendents Berred. 

“How did you get here?’ 

We pointed to our horse and the bi- 
cycles, explained how we had come, and 
told him we thought it was our duty 
to report ourselves and get permission 
to go on. 

The officer smiled grimly. We would 
not be permitted to go on, he said, for 
ithe German army allowed no correspon- 
dents with it. We explained that we 
had been with the army for some days 
and that our passes had always been 
accepted as satisfactory when we had 
fresented them, as we always did when 
arriving in a town occupied by the 


army. 

He asked to ée¢ our passes, and we 
presented the ones we had gotten from 
Gen. von Jarotsky in Brussels, the 
passes Which we had always found to be 
so potent. The officer looked at them 
one by one. He studied the official 
stamps carefully. 

“The Same Owtfit.” 

“They are not dated,” he said. 

Another and higher officer then came 
out of the door and said something in 
German which Hansen, who speaks 
German, understood. 

“They are part of the same outfit,”’ 
said the officer. ‘The others had this 
kind of passes, which are meant for 
Brussels.’’ 

We were then asked to step inside and 
did so. 

We went into a beautiful hall, upon 
the walls of which were lion skins and 
many other African game trophies, the 
property, as we learned later, of Prince 
Caraman Chimay, who isthe Burgomas- 
ter of the town and whose great chateau 
stands in a beautiful park to the rear 
of the town hall, which aleo is his li- 
brary. It waa this nobleman who married 
Clara Ward, an American heiress of 
Detroit He is now in Paris, having es- 
caped the Germans. 

We had hardly sat down when a most 
imposing looking officer came out of a 
room, glanced at us and asked us to go 
outside. A conference was being held, 
probably concerning the plans of battle 
then being formulated. 

Hints at the 

We went out. 

In a moment or two, a General, ac- 
companied by the first officer we had 
met, came out and looked at our passes. 

He said that the German army al- 
lowed no correspondents with it and 
that it wanted none of them following 
it. If we had gone forward and had 
been found at the front we would have 
been shot, he said. 

Two men had been caught within 
their lines with cameras, he told us, 
and had been arrested. These two men 
had the same kind of passes that we 
had. They had been arrested two days 
before, marched on foot two long, hard 
days, and were prisoners in Beaumont. 

Instantly we knew who they were 
G-—— and his friend, the Belgian pho- 
tographer. G—— was a Frenchman whe 
for many years had been the Brus- 
sels correspondent of an American 
paper. We had lunched with him the 
day we started and had seen him taken 
prisoner the second day we were out. 


Cenuldn’t Follow Army. 
“These two men will be sent as pris- 
oners of war to Liege,” said the Gen- 
eral; “but you will be sent back to 
Brussels tomorrow.” 

“How do you gét your reports in?” 
then asked the General. — 

“We told him we had not sent a word 
and that there waa no means of doing 
so. Our desire was to follow the army 
in order to tell the truth about what 
we saw. It was pointed out that our 
report might have the effect of coun- 
Agracting the stories of alleged German 
atrocities which were flooding the 
world, for we had seen no evidence of 
German brutality and had investigated 
many stories without finding any feoun- 
dation for them. We wanted to be in 
a position to deny these stories to our 
American readers. 

The geveral shook his head sadly. 

“The world will know the truth in 
two or three months.”’ 

In anewer to our request for permis- 
sion to find quarters for our horse and 
ourselves he called a Captain, whe was 
instructed to go with ua. 


Net Priseners, but— 

‘You will go with the Captain,”’ he 
said. ‘“‘You must all occupy the same 
house somewhere near where our guards 
are stationed. Do not try to leave the 
town, for our sentries will shoot you. 
You are not prisoners, but you must hot 
try to escape: Return here tomorrow 
morning and arrangements will be made 
for sending you back te Brussels.” 

We have learned one thing in follow- 
ing the trail of battle—the German 
army buries all its dead on the battle- 
field. No bodies, either high or low in 
rank, are sént back home to the rela- 
tives. All rank is lost when the officer 
and private together go into the trench 
which te te be their last resting place.

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sent to his relatives, and they went at 


once in an effort to recover the body, 
which had been buried in a trench. I 
saw the widow when she returned from 
this sad errand. Her eyes were red 
and swollen from weeping and her fa- 
ther and mother were trying to console 
her. 
Found Under a Heap. 

They had found the body in a grave, 
lying at the bottom of a pile of six 
other soldiers, officers and priyates, and 
the father had identified the face of 
his son-in-law and was bringing home 
the body in a lead casket. 

The Germans send their wounded 
back, but no dead. 

Beaumont was in darkness. No citi- 
zens were on the streets and every 
house seemed to be choked with soldiers. 
In vain we went from one house to an- 
other.’ There was no room and no food, 
The outlook was as dark as the town. 

FThally a soldier said we could sleep 
on the straw in a house occupied by 
some soldiers. It Rappened to be the 
guardhouse, as was later discovered. A 
doten or more soldiers were jammed 
into each room, but up on the third 
floor there was a pile of straw in a little 
béx of a room. 

“Better Than the Street.” 

A guard was on duty on the ground 
floor, where a number of prisoners were 
herded together in a small room. A 
great pile of artillery ammunition, thou- 


‘sands of shells, was corded up on the 


ground floor. The prospect was not in- 
viting, but it was accepted as one of the 
fortunes of war. If nothing better could 
be found the straw covered floor of a 
little room over a powder magazine 
would be most welcome. It waa infinite- 
ly better than being on the streets, 
where we might get shot by some im- 
petuous end overzealous sentry. 


Supper After 9 O’Cleck. 

It was 9 o'clock before we had gotten 
our horse established for the night and 
had gotten a place to sleep for ourselves 
As yet we had not eaten. 

In our pockets we had some chocolate, 
some sandwiches, and the 11 hard-boiled 
eggs which we had gotten from the kind 
Belgian lady at .Merbes le Chateau. 
There were also the remains of two 
boxes of cigars end some cigarettes. 
With these we made our way into 4 
room where soldiers were singing and 
ate cur supper on a achool bench to the 
inspiring choruses of their songs. 

A en or more soldiers were seated 
at the long tables. Another was playing 
a plano in the corner. When we came 
in they made way for us and brought a 
bottle of wine for our supper. They 
were very friendly and seemed to take 
our presence, strange as it must have 
been as quite natural and unsuspicious, 

How those men could sing! They 
ranged from one song to another, strong 
choruses that rang and swelled in won- 
derful melody and volume. 

“Deutschland, Deutschland, uber 
alles’’—Germany, Germany, always. I 
have never heard Kk sung so well. Their 
voices were those of a trairied chorus, 
and yet the men were private soldiers 
who perhaps had never before sung to- 
gether. 

Cigars, Wine—Army Fare! 

We handed our cigars around, and a 
feeling of friendly comradeship sprang 
up, They brought us a bottle of wine— 
perhaps one of the pricéless bottles from 
the Prince of Caraman Chimay cellars 
~and we drank the splendid Bordeaux 
with our bread. 

‘Hallet aus,’’ “Die Wacht am Rhein,” 
roared out in swelling volumes of tone 
that stirred the blood of every man who 
heard them. 

War took on a new aspect. These were 
good-natured Germans who had spent a 
long day in a grilling forced march such 
as this amazing army is able to make, 
and yet here at night, Instead of sinking 
to exhausted slumber in the straw they 
were singing with a joyous spirit and

FOR RIVERS SENT 
TO THE PRESIDENT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 30.—President 
Wilson’s approval was all that was 
needed today to make the river and 
harbor appropriation bill a law. Final 
congressional action on the bill was 
taken late yesterday when the House 
adopted the measure as amended by the 
Senate carrying a general fund of $20,- 
000,000 for continuing present projects in 
the discretion of the army engineers. 
Following the passage the bill was sent 
on its way to the White House for the 
President's signature. 

As originally passed by the House the 
bill carried appropriations totaling $43,- 
000,000 for projects throughout the coun- 
try. As it left the Senate committee 
the bill carried a total of $53,000,000. As 
the result, however, of a filibuster. led 
by Senator Burton of Ohio, the Senate 
adopted a substitute measure appropri- 

ating only $20,000,000. In this form the 
bill was approved by the House. 

It is $28,000,000 less than was carried in 
last year’s bill. All attempts to amend 
the bill in the House, including that to 


reduce the amount of the appropriations 
to $5,000,000. were defeated.

seems Victor Over Calder— 
Sulzer Behind—Hennessy May 
Run Independently. 


NIzW YORK, Sept. 30.—With the re- 
ceipt of about two-thirds of the up- 
state vote and practically all of the 
New York City returns, it appears that 
James W. Wadsworth Jr. won the Re- 
publican nomination for United States 
Senator over William M. Calder, and 
that Frederick M. Davenport defeated 
former Gov.. William Sulzer for the 
Progressive gubernatorial nomination. 

Predictions of both victories are based 
on the constantly increasing gains for 
Wadsworth and Davenport in up-state 
returns. 

With 1000 districts still to report Da- 
venport was 2000 ahead of Sulzer. 

Gov. Glynn, District Attorney Whit- 
man and Ambassador Gerard continued 
to add to their pluralities up-state for 
the Democratic gubernatorial, Republi- 
can gubernatorial and Democratic sena- 
torial nominations, respectively. It ap- 
peared that Glynn’s plurality would be 
125,000; Whitman’s plurality probably 
will be between 60,000 and 75,000; Ger- 
ard’s plurality will exceed 75,000. 

A persistent report is current: that 
John A. Hennessy will make an inde- 
pendent race for Governor despite his 
defeat by Glynn in the nritmary. 

Virtually complete returns from Great- 
er New York and a large majority of 
the up-state districts show the following 
totals in the principal contests:

Since it has been made known that 
large purchases of horses have been 
made in St. Louis by British agents,

Harry B. Hawes in a speech: before 
the membership conference of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League, at the Mercantile 
Club yesterday, explained that any citi. 
zen is free to séll within the United 
States anything he may wish to anyone 
If the article is contraband of war the 
purchaser assumes all the risks of re- 
moving it from this country. 

Hawes, discussing neutrality, an- 
swered some of the questions frequently 
raised by quoting at length a letter 
written during the Cuban rebellion by 
Secretary of State Olney to a banker -n 
doubt as to what constituted a neutral 
course. In this Secretary Olney pointed 
out that the Supreme Court has ren- 
dered some most positive opinions upon 
the subject. 

To be neutral, under these terms, a 
citizen must not do anything by himself 
as an individual that is generally for- 
bidden to the nation as a whole. In this 
way a private banker should not handle 
funds for use of one of the nations at 
war. As each citizen helps make up 
the Government, each citizen would be 
put in the position of breaking his own 
word if he broke national regulations.

FOR PIERS SENT 
TO THE PRESIDENT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. %.—President 
Wilson’s approval was all that was 
needed today to make the river and 
harbor appropriation bill a law. Final 
congressional action on the bill was 
taken late yesterday when the House 
adopted the measure as amended by the 
Senate carrying a general fund of $20,- 
000,000 for continuing present projects in 
the discretion of the army engineers. 
Following the passage the bill was sent 
on its way to the White House for the 
President’s signature. 

As originally passed by the House the 
bill carried appropriations totaling $43,- 
000,000 for projects throughout the coun- 
try. As it left the Senate committee 
the bill carried a total of $53,000,000. As 
the result, however, of a filibuster led 
by Senator Burton of Ohio, the Senate 
adopted a substitute measure appropri- 
ating only $20,000,000. In this form the 
bill was approved by the House.

As each citizen helps make up 
the Government, each citizen would be 
put in the position of breaking his own 
word if he broke national regulations.

Republican on Conference Com-

WASHINGTON, Sept. %.—Senator 
Knute Nelson, a Republican member of 
the Conference Committee on the Clay- 
ton anti-trust: bill, today joined in the 
attack led by Senator Reed on the con- 
ference report on the measure. He as- 
sailed the deletion of drastic provisions. 

Senator Roode yesterday afternoon 
concluded a two Gays’ speech in opposi- 
tion to the conference report on the 
bill, with a final attack upon his col- 
leagues for eliminating specific pen- 
alties from the masure. He predicted 
that the time soon would come when 
they would be compelled to write 
into the law more severe penaities for 
violation of trust laws than had been 


contemplated originally in the Clayton 


bill. 

During the many hours of Senator 
Reed’s speech repeated roll calls were 
required to keep Senators in the Cham- 
ber for even brief periods. At one time 
only four remained. Senators Overman 


jof North Carolina and Walsh of Mon- 


tana took issue with the Senator on 
many of his charges that the bil! lacked 
punishing provisions. 

Conferees Are Criticised. 

The Senator announced that he would 
move to recommit the bill to the Con- 
ference Committee with instructions. 
Administration leaders declared, how- 
ever, that the motion te recommit would 
be lost and the report approved. 

Senator Reed severely criticised the 
conferees for striking from the Dill his 
amendment which would authorize the 
courts to appoint receivers and sell the 
property of convicted corporations to 
persons who would restore competition. 
Dissolution of corporations without 
saie, he declared, availed nothing. He 
took the case of the Standard Oil Co. 
for illustration.

“told the story of that dissolution in 
its rising profits. 

“"‘We have played the hypocrite,” he 
continued. “We said, when this great 
Democratic host assembled, we would 
hew a clean path for the common peopie 
to tread.

WASHINGTON, Sept. #).—Optimistic 
dispatches from Consul Silliman and the 
Brazilian Minister at Mexico City 
caused Secretary Bryan to ini.»rm Pres- 
ident Wilson late yesterday tnat the 
prospects for restoration of jpermanent 
peace in Mexico were brighter than at 
any time since the overthrow Of Madero 
by Huerta. 

In the light of all advices, ‘both from 
Mexico City and Chihuahua City, Gen, 
Villa’s headquarters, officlalg here are 
confident ¢hat the new uph@aval threat- 
ened by the breach between Villa and 
Carranza will be averted by the latter’s 
retirement as First Ciidef of the Con- 
etitutionalists ara the election of Fer- 
nando Yglesias Calderon as Provisional 
President. 

The State Department was notified 
that the peace commissioners appointed 
by the two  Constitutionalist chiefs 
would meet today. 

This gave rise to the hope «hat the 
conference would he able to agree upon 
Calderon as the Provisicnal President 
in time to have their action placed be- 
fore the convention to be held at Mexi- 
co City tomorrow. 

[It is understood that one of the first 
matters to be brought to the attention 
of the Provisional President, when select- 


power toward the Catholics. 

It was current today in diplomatic cir- 
Cles here that Villa does not trust 
Carranza and that he will not discon- 
tinue his military movements until Car- 
ranza shall have stepped down and out 
as the head of the Constitutional forces 
and placed an announcement in the 
hands of the provisional President of 
Mexico, yet to be selected, that he will 
“not be a candidate for President. 

Appeal of the North to Carranza. 

In the communication sent to Gen. 
Carranza by the military and civilians 
of the Division of the North, Villa’s 
command, appealing to him to resign 
in favor of Calderon, which was made 
public by the State Department last 
night, it ig declared to be their object 
to save the fatherland. Ambition that 
the regenerating work of the Constitu- 
tionalist revolution may not fail is ex- 
pressed. They desire, they say, to 
make every effort toward peace before 
“putting the fatherland in danger of 
the somber foreign intervention.” Only 
the failure of their hopes, they say, 
would induce them to enter into an- 
other war. They say Villa has asked 
that the hostile attitude of the North 
cease when Carranza turns over the 
command to Calderon.

So on June 18 he bade farewell to

serene. “War's wild alarums” had not 
yet been sounded. He vnursued his way 
leisurely about’ the country. From 
Monte Carlo he sent Forder a post card 
on July 29, saying the people about him 
seemed wild to fight. Se far as For- 
der knew, he had not served the 18 or 
28 days, which the booklet\seeined to 
state was all that was required of a 
man in his cage.

rung. He also would have them taught 
to walk along the edge of a narrow 
plank. Sewing and mat weaving would 
also be a part of the suggested course. 
No attempt would be made to teach the 
academic branches until the children 
jhad become physically efficient. 

Some Cases Hopeless. 

‘Dr. Wallin says there are children who 
cannot be improved by educational 
methods and that these should be cared 
for in a State institution. The only 
place of this kind in Missouri is the 
Home for Epileptics and Feeble Minded 
at Marshall, Mo. This institution, Dr. 
Wallin says, has a capacity of 420 but 
at present has 475 inmates. 

“I believe theré aré at least 20,000 chil- 
dren in Missouri who need institutional 
care,” he said. ‘“‘The State should make 
more ample provision for a place of this 
kind. Parents who are advised to send 
their children to the home at Marshall 
are now obliged to wait from two to 
four years until there are vacancies 
there,”

NEW CHARTER SAVES CITY 
$15,000 ON STREET WORK 


Code Permits Public Service 
Board to Shift Assessments 
on Florissant Avenue. 


The first exercise of the broadened 
assessment powers conferred by the new 
charter on the Board of Public Service 
and the legislative branch, may occur 
in a bill introduced yesterday in the 
Council for the improvement of Floris- 
gant avenue, by which Bellefontaine 
Cemetery may save $20,000 and the city 
itself about $15,000 that would have been 
assessed against O'Fallon Park under 
the old charter. 

The amounts saved by the city and 
the cemetery will be shifted to the own- 
ers of property abutting on the west 
aide of Florissant avenue, between Ber. 
nays and Carrie avenue. The total cost 
of the improvement is estimated at $93,- 
832 


The old charter fixed rigidly the boun- 
daries of a benefit district, while the 
new charter allows the Board of Public 
Service to exercise discrimination. 

Under a bill pending in the House of 
Delegates before the new charter be- 
came effective, the cemetery manage- 
ment would have to pay a proportion- 
ate cost on its holding half way to the 
thoroughfare, which is 
Broadway. almost half a mile distant 
O’Falion Park, owned by the. city, would 
have been assessed on the same basis.

The St. Louis water supply, accused 
of harboring colon bacilli, has been ac- 
quitted by the verdict of Dr. Walter S. 
Thomas of Washington University, re- 
tained as an expert by the Board of 
Public Service to make tests. His re- 
port is that in 37 samples of water, 
taken from the mains in different parts 
of the city, no colon bacilli were found. 

Director of Public Welfare Tolkacz, 
on receiving an informal report from 
Dr. Thomas, instructed Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff to rescind his notice ad- 
vising the boiling of water and notify 


the Board of Education that the water 
may be turned on at the schools. Dr. 
Starkloff announced today that boiling 
of water is no longer necessary and 
notified the Board of Education. 
Wall's Version of Dispute. 
Water Commissioner Wall said today 
he regarded the report of Dr. Thomas 


as a vindication of himself and his de-| 


partment. The Health Department, he 
sald, had blundered in reporting con- 
tamination on insufficient evidence. 
Since Aug. 24, when the Health Depart- 
ment sounded its first alarm, he has in- 
sisted that nothing was wrong with the 
water. The report, he said, proved that 
he was right. The people had been ex- 
posed to inconvenience and expense for 
no cause, he said. 

The explanation, he said, was that the 
Health Department tests were merely 
presumptive and not conclusive. An or- 
ganism was found which was presumed 
to be dangerous and there the tests 
stopped. Dr. Thomas made complete 
tests, he said, and had found that the 
organisms were harmless. 

Wall said that the four chemists: at 
the Water Department laboratory had 
found colon bacilli in only one sample 
out of 198 in the last 30 days. Dr. 
Thomas found none in his 37 tests. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff said 
Dr. F. A. Baldwin, the city bacteriolo- 
gist, reported bacilli in the water. He 
had confidence in Dr. Baldwin, accept- 
ed his report and warned the public, as 
his duty bound him to do. , 

Dr. Baldwin said he believed the water 
was now pure but reiterated that it was 
not pure when he made the tests on 
which he reported the presence of the 
bacilll. The cleaning of one basin of 
the Compton Hill reservoir. and the 
flushing of the mains, explained their 
disappearance, he said.

That the Terminal Railroad Association,

This is the only equitable system. If the asso- 


ciation is supported in part by specific charges 
levied on traffic destined for St. Louis, this city is 
placed at a disadvantage as compared with other 
cities.

4. The House bill as amended by the Sen- 
ate enabled a trust victim, suing for three- 
fold reparation, as provided by the Sherman 
Act of 1890, to use as prima facie evidence 
testimony taken by the Government in any 
action, civil or criminal, convicting a defend- 
ant of violating the anti-trust laws, and 
made this rule apply to any “final judgment 
er decree heretofore or hereafter rendered.” 
The conference report virtually destroys this 
section by providing that it “shall not apply 
to consent judgments or decrees entered ve- 
fore any testimony has been taken,” or tc 
“consent judgments or decrees in criminal 
proceedings or suits in equity now pending 
in which the taking of testimony has been 
commenced but has not been concluded, pro- 
vided such judgments or decrees are rendered 
before any further testimony has been 
taken.” “The words “heretofore or hereafter’ 
are stricken out. Briefly, this means that a 
bar is set against recovery or reparation by 
trust victims for past monopoly oppression, 
and that any trust now in court or hereafter 
haled inte court can confess judgment with- 
out trial, pay a “fine not exceeding 85000” 
(or as to its “personally guilty” officers, risk 
a prison term not exceeding one year—which 
is not mandatory) and escape making any 
reparation to ita victims. . 

5. The conference report 
House bill's section limiting interlocking 
bank directorates by doubling the size of 
banks which may have interlocking directors, 
and by elimimating the specific penalty of a 
fine of $100 dally, or imprisonment, which the 
House bill provided for violation of thjs sec- 
tion. 

6. The Senate bill penalized “inside graft’ 
by officials of common carriers with a fine 
for each of not more than $25,006 and not less 
than two years’ imprisonment. The confer- 
enCe report weakens this section by propos- 
ing to fine the corporation not more than 
$25,000 and each guilty official not more than 
$5000, and by making the prison punishment 
not more than one year, and not mandatory, 
but at the option of the court. 

7. The conferenee report strikes out the 
section requiring the court te appoint reeetv- 
ers for corporations convicted of maintainiug 
movopolies avd to dispose of thetr constituent 
companies in such a way as to restore com- 
petition. 

8. The conference report strikes out the 

section declaring the power of the several 
States to enforce their anti-trust laws against 
corporations chartered in other states. 
The one particular in which the conference re- 
port strengthens the bill {s where ft confines en- 
forcement of its provisions controlling national 
banks to the Federal Reserve Board. 

All that the Sherman law lacked to cover the 
‘situation was a provision making guilt personal 
in officers of law-breaking corporations, and 
making their punishment, by prison terms which 
they could not pass along to consumers of their 
products, mandatory.

Too many 
mistresses are hurried in their 
methods and slur over the duties 
of housekeeping; they are irri- 
table and hasty In speech over 
trivial matters when a calm word 
rightly spoken would mean s0 
much; they assume that the ser- 
vant has no conscience and will 
neglect her work unless she is 
watched; ard they have little or 
no consideration for the rights 
and feelings of their dependents. 


This sort of mistress is very common 
and the irresponsible servant is, there- 
fore, equally common. She is more 
ignorant, less self-controlled and pos- 
sessed of less judgment than her mis- 
tress, else she would not be a servant. 
She, therefore, reflects the unreason- 
ableness, the irritability, the careless 
habits, the selfish indulgence of her mis- 
tress. If she is not going to get the 
credit of doing her work faithfully and 
well, why trouble about it so? She slurs 
over her work and is ill-tempered when 
reproved about it. Why should a mis- 
tress who slurred over her duties ex 
pect a maid to be better than herself? 
The maid realizes that no sort of home 
comforts and home attractions are pro- 
vided for her and so she demands days 
and evenings off quite regardless of 
whether her hours of recreation inter- 
fere with the home comforts and plea- 
sures of employers. 


It is almost an infaliible rule 
that the good mistress will make 
a good servant and the bad mis- 
tress a bad one, Servants are 
imitators. The lower down tn the 
scale of creation that a man and 
woman are, the more imitative 

_are they of those who hold the 
relation of superiors to them. 
Servants are nearly all plastic 
and may be molded to the humors 
of a mistress almost as complete- 
ly as the sculptor molds his claw 


Let a woman dispassionately corsider 
her own shortcomings in relation to 
those of her servants, and her attitude 
towards those who serve her, and she 
will see many ways in which she can 
make of herself a wiser mistress and of 
her moids better servants. 

The mistress who nags those who 
work for her deserves all that she gets 
in the way of bad service. There are 
women who pride themselves upon ther 
housekeeping and who follow behind 
their maids in a manner that would ex- 
asperate an angel. It {s a wise woman 
who gives as few orders as possible to 
her servitors and lets them always un- 
derstand that she expects perfect obedi- 
ence; who lets her workwomen and men 
feel that she looks upon them as human 
beings and takes a personal] interest itn 
their welfare; who looks after the health 
and comfort of her dependents as she 
would after that of her children: who 
does not exact of any one more than he 
can’ do; and who knows when it is wis- 
dom to close her eyes to trivial mistakes 
and errors, which are then far less 
likely to be repeated.

This note, dated from New, 
York, dismisses the possibility of a 
Fed raid on the Cardinals with the 
chaflenge, “I'll bet a $75 suit of 
clothes we don’t lose a. ball player.”

Huggins planned to sign all his

Exchange Market Breaks Badly 
on Shipment of Coin to 
Ottawa,

“The event of today was the vio- 
lent decline in foreign exchange, on 
the announcement by the committee 
managing the $100, 000,000 gold fund 
that 310.000,000* gold was to be sent 
forthwith to Ottawa as a deposit 
with the Bank of England, and that 
exchange on London would be drawn 
and sold against it. 

“This is a tangible move, which 
will be understood in London, and 
whose effect on our international re- 
lations in finance cannot fail to be 
most salutary. The first and most 
necessary task was to demonstrate 
beyond question our ability and wil- 
lingness to meet our obligations in 
the regular exchange. That done, and 
all reasonable suspicion of this ‘mar- 
ket’s purposes ponmeven: it will be 
Simpler to consider the details of 
peeeavent administration of the 
und. 

“Combined with the prompt.and effec- 
tive action of the New York banks in re- 
lation to meeting New York City’s $82,- 
000,000 foreign maturities, today’s an- 
nouncement must have decided effect on 
European sentiment. It does not, how- 
ever, solve the whole of our exacting 
rroblem of international finance. Some 
highly delicate questions as to what re- 
quirements for remittance should be met 
from this $100,000,000 fund, remain to be 
decided as they arise. This will call for 
unusual firmness, judgment and discrim- 
ination; for it is out of the question, un- 
der existing circumstances, that every 
applicant for exchange on London should 
be acocmmodated out of this fund. 

The Exchange Market. 

‘The committee will also have to exer. 
cise great judgment in its policy towards 
the exchange market itself. There are 
certain definite inconveniences, and cer- 
tain definite evils, in a rate of exchange 
as abnormally high as that which now 
prevails. It would be most agreeable if 
the rate could return at once to normal 
figures. That is unlikely to occur, how- 
ever, unless through a definite change 
of attitude on the part of our foreign 
creditors, 

“Such a change may come; there is 
reason to expect it eventually and the 
course of our foreign merchandise trade 
may hasten it. But if the large gold 
fund in the committee’s hands were to 
be used, primarily and avowedly, for the 
driving down of exchange rates, regard- 
less of the conditions which made them 
what they have lately been, the chance 
of a serious blunder will arise.
